Stcnsland caused the 
latter's downfall and the failure of the 
institution.

Stdwlund had dominated'every depart 
ment of the hank nnd that he (Tiering) 
only carried out his superior's orders.

stock will give out, and ail attempt will

It was stated, too, that it was not at 


Lll likely that more iee could be bought, 
is'the harvest of last winter everywhere 
ppe'ared to be scarce, and in that event, 
Racine people would have- to get along 
s best they could without any ice what- 
ver. 


ANOTHER ADVANCE MADE. 


The prices of ice were increased yes- 


terday. Customers who purchased their 
last books, paid 91.50 for 500 pounds; 
yesterday those who bought new books, 
were made to pay $2.00 for their books. 
Entirely new customers paid $2.50 for 
their books, containing tickets for 500 
pounds. 


'At. thc_ Horlick Ice company it was 


stated",that.their supply, would'last.not' 
much longer than three or four weeks, 
and that they .then would^ be' forced to 
buy ice from outside cities, thus, prob- 
ably, doubling the price .of ice in Hacine. 


So it appears that people must be sat- 


isfied if they can secure any ice what- 
ever, and it is very likely that they will 
have to pay one dollar per hundred 
pounds for the rest bf the season. On 
the other hand, the probabilities are that 
they will not be able to get any ice 
whatever.in a few weeks unless the mak- 
ers "of artificial ice in other cities can 
supply the demand at, of course, a good 
fat price.

REVISION OF FRENCH MARRIAGE

factories at night has been declared un- 
constitutional • by three judges of the 
Court of Special Sessions in the County 
of New York. The objection to it is that 
it is "a palpable piece of special legisla- 
tion and unwarrantable invasion of in- 
dividual liberty." 


It is special legislation, according to 


the court, because it is limited to fact- 
ories and does not apply to women in 
mercantile houses, offices, tenement homes 
and fashionable society. It is an invas 
ion of individual liberty because it pre- 
vents women from doing that which men 
are allowed to do, contrary to the whole 
trend of recent legislation, which makes 
women the legal equals of men and en- 
larges their right to participate in con- 
tracts of all sorts. 


The attorney general contended that 


the legislature, in the interest of public 
health and morals, had the po-wcr to rc> 
utrict women's property and contract 
rights, and also to decide where the re- 
striction of night work was necessary 
and where it wa< not. He announces the 
intention of currying, the case to the 
highest state and federal courts. 


What the highest courts will do with 


the New York prohibition of night labor, 
in factories only, by women and minors 
under IS remains to be seen. , Meantime 
it is interesting "to note that there are 
weighty precedents for the view taken 
hy the attorney general—thnt'even par- 
tial and apparently "special" limitations 
of the hours of labor may be imposed 
under the police power for the sake of 
the general health and welfare. > 


Thus in Massnchusetts a lew limiting 


factory labor to sixty hours for all wo- 
men and minors under IS was upheld in 
Uic state court* as a proper health or po- 
lice regulation. The Supreme Court ol 
the United States sustained the Utah 
eight hour law, which applies to adults 
mploycd in mines and smelters. It 
said that the state has "an interest in 
tlie employed welfare, however reckless 
ic may be" personalty, nnd found the 
act to be a valid exercise of the police 
power. Laws limiting hours for wonien 
in certain specified industries liave been 
upheld in Nebraska and Washington, In- 
deed, the trend of modern legislation and 
urisprndcnco, writers on labor an'd socia- 
ogical topics show, has been distinctly 
'avorable to restrictions of female and 
child labor on grounds of public health 
(ind morals.

HIS BODY RECOVERED 


AN HOUR AFTERWARDS 


Deceased a'Weil Known Resident in 


and About Corliss-Leave* Wife 


and Seven Children-Farm 


Hand Tells Story. 


Matt Hansen, 44 years old, a farmer 


living between Corliss and Friuiksville, 
was drowned in the river near the Good, 
rich Transportation company dock some 
time between 12 o'clock last nijjht and 
1:30 this morning, and Christ. Hniucn, 
his hired man, narrowly escaped meet- 
ing a similar death, his life being saved 
by one of the crew of a'tug. 


Yesterday afternoon Matt Hansen and 


his man, Christ Hanscn, canic to the city 
on business. 
They went around and vis- 


ited a number of saloons, and midnight 
found them roaming around Main street, 
a little the worse off from over indul- 
gence in li-juor. 


HIRED MAN'S STORY. 


The rest of the story is told by the 


hired man, Christ Hansel). 
He said this 


morning: "Matt Hansen and I came to 
the city and about 12 o'clock last night 
I wan with him on Main street. He left 
me and crossed the street, and I thought 
he WAS going to collect some money from 
sonic pert-oil who owed him. 


"I joined him and we walked along to- 


gether and where we went I do not 
know and remember nothing until wu 
were both in the water. I struggled and 
managed to grasp hold of a stick or 
something, which held me partly up uiid 
1 made every effort possible to get hold 
of Matt, but had to give it up and he 
wink and was drowned within my sight. 
Then a man came and assisted iu pull- 
ing me out of the water. 


LEAVES LARGE FAMILY. 


"I admit that wo. had been drinking, 


but were not very bad. We simply miss- 
ed our way and walked from the deck 
into the'river. Mr. Hansen was about 
44 years old und has been a resident of 
this county for 23 years. He came from 
Langoland, the same place in Denmark 
that I did, and I have worked for him 
nine years. He was one of the best no- 
turcd men who ever lived. He is sur- 
vived by a wife and seven children, the 
oldest of whom is 21, not left in very 
good circumstances.. He also le'ives a 
mother in Denmark, and two sisters and 
» brother arc also in the old country.

brother, N. P. Hanson,

Yorkville, and a sister in Chicago; still 
another brother lives in Xcw Jersey.

by this inquiry do not afford 'a conclu- 
sive answer, as they arc restricted to 
the insane in hospitals, and, therefore, 
do not measure thu full extent of in- 
sanity in tho community; but they re- 
veal a remarkable increase in the class 
of insane to which they relate. During 
the thirteen years which have elapsed 
since the last census of the insane the 
number of hospitals for the care of the 
insane has more than doubled, tho to- 
tal number being 162 in 1900 and 328 on 
December 31, J003. The increase in the- 
number of hospitals was accompanied by 
a similar increase in the number of in- 
mates, the total being 74,028 in 1SPO and 
150,151 on December SI, 100:!. In 1S80 
the number of insane in hospitals wa<? 
only 40.9-12. 


DOUBLED IX TWENTY YEARS. 


The number of insane jn hospitals per

Undoubtedly a large 


part of this increase in ratios is duo to 
an increased use of hospitals by those

point to an increase in the extent of in- 
sanity in the country ns a whole. This

The distribution of the insane in hos- 


pitals by present nj;c indicate* that the 
female insane live longer than the male 
insane. 
This fact is emphasized when 


tho ajzo at death is considered, 10.5 per 
cent of the females and 17.7 per cent 
of tho male:, who died in hospitals being 
i\t least 70 year* of ago. It is also .ob- 
served that tho white insane lives longer 
than the negro insane, 33.2 per cent of 
the former and 53.7 por cent of tho lat- 
ter who died in hospitals being under 45 
years of age.

If we believe all that the vegetarians 


tell us cuncO'rnint' the. extra work forc- 
ed upon the dij;e.-tive apparatus by a. 
uieat diet, how an excess of fermenta- 
tion is usually produced, toxins and an 
excess of urutes engendered, there would j 
be a greater slump in -no demand for 
meat. But the vegetarians have not the 
argument all to'thcn^elves. Many high 
authorities niaml for the doctrine that j 
the health and vigor of the human rac= 
depends largely upon a meat diet. It is 
not necessary for the individual to ally 
himself with either school of the food 
theorists, but he bad cer-lainlj best bo 
a little careful during the hot summer 
days, both as to his proteids and his 
starches, and especially as to the lur- 
ing cucumber, which is mostly water, 
but which is none the less sometimes 
perniciously active. 
Finally, the very 


best advice which can- be given is that 
every one should know himself in the 
matter of foods, and should use ordinary 
common sense precaution .in 
selecting. 


The individual himself is the only one 
entirely competent to construct a diet 
code for himself. But it is we!) that he 
should have a code and st>lc to it.

RESERVOIRS IN WISCONSIN 


Riven of State Not Made to Froduoe Their 


Avnllnblr Power. 


MADISON, Wis., Aiis;. n.—The propos- 


ed reservoirs for the St". Croix, Chippewa, 
and Wisconsin, rivers, for which, the Uni- 
ted States Geological Survey engineers 
have completed the survey, are to have 
a total storage capacity of- nearly 80,- 
000.000 cubic feet. The intelligent ope- 
ration of even a part of these thirty- 
two large'reservoirs would have a mark- 
ed effect in steadying the rivjr discharge 
which in the past was made exceedingly 
irregular by the use and control of riv- 
ers largely for logging purpose*. 
This 


and other aspects of the extent and pos- 
sible development of northern Wisconsin 
water powers form a large part of the 
study made recently for the 
United 


States Geological Survey 
by 
Leonard 


Sewull Smith, professor of topographic 
and geodetic engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 'The Department, of 
the Interior at Washington has just pub- 
lished the results of Prof. Smith's work. 


So far as is known, net a single im- 


portant river in the state has yet been 
made fully to produce its available pow- 
er. The lower Fox comcfl the nearest, 
with a total of 31.SOS actual horsepower, 
all produced in the thirty-live miles be- 
tween Lake Winncbngo and Graon Bay. 
This large" water power has caused the 
district to take high rank as a paper 
and pulp manufacturing center.
